NEW SHERMAN HOUSE EN19106 


Work on $2,000,000 Substitute for 
Landmark to Begin in Year. 
_—_—_——— 


Additional details in veins with two 
great hotel projects were announced yester- 
day. . The first report affects the new Michi- 
gan avenue hotel end theater under consider- 
ation by Mr. Abraham Erlanger of New York 
and indicates that if present negotiations 
are successful the building will occupy the 
8. Karpen & Bros. property as well as the 
Stratford hotel site. The negotiations to get 
this additioné] ground now have been in 
progress, it is understood, for several weeks. 

The other announcement contained the 
definite information that the Sherman house 
will be torn down and work on a $2,000,000 
stricture started within a week after the 
next New Year's day. 


Details Being Perfected. 

The first report, which emanated from one 
closely associated with Mr. Erlanger, found 
apparent confirmation | in the admissio n by 
one of the members of the 8. EK. & Broa. 
firm that the details of the transaction are 
being perfected. 

It also was edenattodl: deistua thinly: Atint 
those: associated with Mr. Erlanger in the 
ownership of the Stratford are behind the 
prospective purchase: 

The firm of 8. Karpen & Bros. owns a front- 
age if 185 feet which is 171 feet deep and has 
six and seven story buildings om ft. As 
the Stratford hae a frontage of 160 feet south 
from Jackson boulevard, the two properties 
would give a frontage of 205 feet and 171 
feet deep, affording ample space for the pur- 
poses to which it is to be used. 

Reported Price Is $1,500,000. 

What the Karpens are to receive for the 
property is not known, but it Is said to be in 
excess of $1;500,000, and will yield them a 
handsome return on the price they paid. 

Asan indigation of how far along the deal 
has gone it is said the Karpens practically - 
have arranged for another wcation farther 
south in Michigan avenue in the way of a 
long term lease of ground belonging to the 
Otto Young estate in the block between 
Hubbard and Peck courts. ! 

It is reported they are to pay & yearly 
ground rent of $45,000, and plan to erect one 
of the finest buildings for the display of fur- 
niture im the country. This is the ground 
on which Mr, Young planned to erect a hotel 
which should stand as a monument to him,

‘DOCTOR R GIVES COLON AND LIFE. 


Indiana Physician’s Attempt to Prove 
Large In* estine Superfluous — 
Ends in His Death. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., Jan. $1.—{Special:}—Dr. 
Herman G. Nierman, a young and wealthy 
physician of this city, dled this morning after 
voluntarily undergoing an intestinal opera- 
tion in. an effort to prove-a radical theory 
advanced by himself, that the colon, or large 
intestine, was not tfecessary to health, and 
that, as a breeding ground for diseases, was 
harmful. 

Dr;. Nierman submitted to the operation 
last Tuesday, and the surgeons say it was 
fauitiess, death resulting from hernia and 
peritonitis. 

Dr. Nierman had asked a number of outside 

surgeons to operate upon him, but all had re- 


fused. 

It is believed this was the third operation 
of the kind known, the other two having been 
performed by Dr. Nierman himself.
